" Epliphatha Sunday " is valuable 
to the Church, not merely for the 
limited privilege of contributing to 
the Church Mission for Doaf-Mutcs, 
but for the general lessons to bo 
dniwn from the impressive incident 
related in the Gospel for the Dtiy. 
As to the practical object of charita- 
ble remembrance above mentioned, 
the Mission is <loing remarkably well 
if it reaches, through an organization 
hnt nine ye.'.r-* oKI, oin-forih of tho 
entire Deaf-.Muie populaiion of the 
Union, nitiubering .some thirty thou- 
sand .souls ; and such is the case if tho 
l)roportions reported by the Mi.s.sion- 
ai'y in the Central Western St.tt.e hold 
good the country over. The story of 
our Lord's healing act is, however, 
signifloant of the reacliing of a still 
larger proportion of sufferers with the 
.-ense of a Savior's love and healing 
})owers. The gestures by whieh ihe 
d»'«f mail of the Gospel story was 
made to nndei'stand that relief was 
about lo descend to him from heaven 
— the thrusting tho fingers into his 
ears. iIih touching of his tongue, the 
looking up to heaven, and the sigh — 
are earnests of the modern miracle 
whereliyihe deaf aro enabled to hear 
and speak by means of the sign- 
laiignage and lip-ii-ading. Miracles 
we need not he afrtiid to call it, if wo 
have such a sense of the greatness of 
Clirisl as to believe that it is Ilis 
spirit which inspires the com|mssioM8 
of Christian civilization, and if we 
can receive His words, *' Grt-ater 
works than tlieso" shall His people 
do. 

Ono feature of the story of the heal- 
ing of the deaf man, common indeed 
to the other events in the life of our 
Lord, hut seen with some prominence 
here, is especially instructive lo those 
who are (list rnlK'd by tho hoisterons- 
iiess of unbelief. It is the privacy 
with which our Ijord sought to sur- 
round the gracious dwd. He took 
the man aside from the multitude ; 
Ho charged the friends of the restored 
niiin that they should not publi...h 
what they had .seen. He wi.'.hed nicn 
to believe in Him for His diicirine's 
sake ; not to follow Him out of idle 
curiosity, or from short-sighted, si 1- 
lish desires of receiving temporal 
benetits. Of what moment is ilie in- 
tideliiy that, robs the Chnrcli merely 
of thill popularity by which even tho 
most woi Idly and selfish j^eople may 
1)0 attracted to her, and tempted lc» 
u.se her c<mieliiu-.ss a>' a cloak of their 
base characters ? We may speak, as 
above, of our belief that it is the 
spirit of Christ which prompts every 
beneficial work of modern civilization; 
but it is to believers, <ir to ihost' wiio 
" ish (o he'ieve, that we sjnvik. To 
Piiilip and His di.-'ciples, our Lord 
said once : " l< lieve .Me for ilie very 
works' sake"; but the unlK'licving 
.lews He entreiittil, though tlit^y 
believed not Him, yet to " hehcve the 
works."' If men neither know nor 
care for g(H>d works, if ihey t.ake no 
joy in beneficence for its own wike, if 
tiicy can see no beauty in hojiness, 
tho only ministraiionK for ^n(•h in- 
fidelity as this are those in which is 
imiiated the love of Christ, who, 
while we were y.»i sinmrsdi.d for 
IIS. The quiet, unohlrns:ve pro-ecu- 
tiou of benevolence is tliai bearing of 
the cro>s with ut which no man can 
be a di.seiple sf Christ. Suppose, tlmt 
by the otiices of Chiistian love, the 
8<)rrowsof the c ass repn seuted hv ihe 
deaf man in tho Gos|»el could lio 
entirely allayed, or that the nieanH 
eouhl be discovered entirtlv iopr«'vent 
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the lecurreuee of ih»i paiiicular ph 
-ical disorder wliicii they snff.-r : st. 
ibis woiihl tie bill, tlio affoitling of 
hut one 8"rt of fi'lief to a very limited 
n im'ier of |oople;io one man, let 
us .■<ay. in si.xuen or seventeen l)tin'> 
Ired. Of whai avail wouhl it he so 
to go •• asiile from the mult it udc" to 
do a good work ? Would it lose it.i 
g C'lest !ili.niciiou for us if it lost its 
sensat onalism ; if it apjK>aivd less 
and less a miracle, and more and 
inoie a work of all-pervading, all- 
embracing. i)alient love ? The lesson 
si'cius to ho that the goodne!>8 of God 
and ihe i><)wer of Christ aro in no 
case exceptional. Even the clamor- 
ous mnliiindes of DeeajHiliti, lu j.ho 
more and more ihev were charged 
not to base Christ's fiouor upon this 
one deed, le.-irned to wiy, " He hatli 
done all things well," si) must wo let 
the light of grace shine liefore mon, 
not in fittiul flashes of impulHJve gen- 
erosity, but with tho steady light of 
that glory that Moses saw iii tiic bush 
that Durnod and was not consumed. 
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At the Njilional Deaf-Mate Con- 
vention held in Cincinnati, in 
August, 1880, we had the honor to 
jtreftents paper njxjn the industrial 
education of deaf-mnteH. In it we at- 
tempted to 8how how inadequate 
were the provinions for a suecegsfnl 
master; of a trade at any of the 
numerous deaf nmte institutions in 
the United StatcH. In malting the 
BUtement, we took occaKion to re 
mark that there were only one or 
two exceptions where good oppor- 
tunities and good instruction was af- 
forded. With us it has always been 
a matter of painful regret that the in- 
dustrial departments of oar institu- 
tions should be allowed to remain in 
a defective state for so many years, 
without any decided attempt being 
made io bring them prominently for 
ward as an important factor, in con- 
nection with the general class-room 
instruction, in the pro-i ■!'■•' ■•■ '«f ^.ir 
BQpporting deaf-mutes. 

We know of no reason why a denf- 
mote should not do iia good work 
Mid earn as ranch money as one who 
can hear who follows the same trade, 
yet it is a lamentable fact that in 
almost every case the latter gets the 
best wages and can do better work. 

Now, there may be disadvantages 
and obstacles in the way of a deaf- 
mute obtaining an equal school edii- 
- • Ti with hearing pupils, but this 
nly can not be said of their in 
dnstrial training. A boy who can 
hear has absolutely no advantage 
over a deaf-mute in learning such 
trafles as shoemaking, cabinet-miking, 
carving, bookbinding, carpentering, 
etc., if the mute be instructed by one 
who can readily converse with him in 
his peculiar language. If his in- 
structor is not well up in the sign 
and finger language, there is much 
trouble, and a great deal of time is 
wasted on the pirt of both in«trnct<jr 
and pupil. That is one of the draw- 
biicks in many institution shopH. 
But another and more important quali- 
ty in a foreman or instructor is the 
possession of an interest in those ud 
der his care. If no interest is felt, 
the papils will surely neglect their 
work, and tlie highest standard of 
proficiency ma<le will be several 
grades lower than that of an average 
hearing workman. 

A gradaate of an institution is not 
estimated according to his literary or 



is the l>est industrial pursuit that can 
be followed. Some deaf-mntes — the 
briglitf'Kt and more advanced — can be 
taught with profit, but as a g<'neral 
rule they fail to nndurrftwnd Hie in- 
ttinacics of langiiajjc, and th'j dividing 
of wordM into svllables is an alra'/Hl in- 
iiperable barrier. The smartest 
among them may, by constant study, 
master both the.^e obitacloa, but no 
amount of prjvctioe will enable the 
average deaf mnte to do so. Job 
printing, which requires an artistic 
concei)t,inn, calculation and laste, 
might be successfally f<jilowed by 
deaf-mntes. 

But in printing, as in shoemaking, i 
carpentering, et-c., most of the insti- 
tntions are behind. The oflBce is i 
either too small, the material inade 
qiiate, or tbe foreman is not himself 
a skilled printer. Where the fore 
man is skilled, it is often found im- 
possible to give ^)roper instruction 
for want of sufficient materials. The 
superintendents of the institutions 
should look into the matter — though 
probably in many cisf-s they would 
not be able to remedy the defect, be- 
cause of lack of funds to carry out 
any plan of reform. 

In the printing office of the New 
Y^ork Institution, which is probably 
the largest printing office connected 
with a deaf-mate school in the world, 
systematic methods of instruction are 
followed. The olden style of the 
"bounden apprentice'' is imitated 
as nearly as possible. The pupils 
are required to go through a differ- 
ent course each year, beginning at 
the bottom, which includes sweeping 
the office, cleaning the machinery, 
learning the names and sizes of dif- 
ferent types, distributing pi, sorting 
leads and slugs, pulling galley proofs, 
and if there is time setting from reprint 
copy. The ne.xt coarse includes a 
drilling in punctuation marks and 
when to nse them, also what words to 
begin with a capital letter, and di- 
vision of words into syllables. From 
t'lis they go to job printing and 
rnanscript copy on books, new-ipiper 
wgrk, etc. 

In order to give the pupils the 
benefit of many kinds of knowledge 
that could only be learned by long 
practice, rules have been compiled 
and printed and are given to each 
pupil in the office at the beginning 
of the second year. For instance, in 
the division of words ending in "ing," 
we tell them that the " ing '' can al- 
ways be carried over to the next line 
(except when two consonants precede 
it, when the division generally occurs 
between the consonants), and that 
the same rule holds good in words 
ending in "tion," " ed," " ly," etc. 
Hales are given for prefixes in like 
manner. Of course there are ex 
('.options, but the exceptions are easily 
learned. Rules in regard to style in 
netting np plain matter have also been 
compiled and diatributed. One fea- 
ture in a printing ortioe where deaf- 
mutes are learning that calls for a 
good deal of attention, is the habit of 
making the sign for an article instead 
of spelling the name. This would be 
productive of serions results in an 
office where hearing persons are em- 
ployed, and in order to make the pu- 
pils familiar with names, a small dic- 
tionary of technical terras, embracing 
over 2.50 words, has been printed, 
and each apprentice is required to 
study and point out the material and 
articles whose names he has learned,

of ntiwli iiiiirkit.n. Not all great WiinbiiiHtiiuin <if 
labor and cai'itnl am an liaiinoiiionn an Clock 
work, thro' need of leviil-headnd men with cool , 
and deliberate faciillien for calculafion and tlm 
jiroper inBnagoment of extensive biisiiieHii, many 
Othnrn arn nil her overwhelmed by minfortunen or 
noon overtaken by nnddeii dinantor. Tbnreforn, 
all who poHnenH the ri'iini^iln nmuiin and are by 
nature niKlowed with the needed bnsinenn capa- 
cily, and manage their own alTuir.-.,launcb out for 
them elvi.n if they po.sMinn Millieietit. nuiiitiil to 
buy forty, eighty or a hilndred and sixty ncron of 
govermnniit laud (thn usual price of which in 
ii '2,'i till acre) piMcure a span of good working 
horses or a yoke of oxen, one or two cows, 
enoiiuh fiirming iinpU'iueiitn to c.immt!iice work, 
send niiongb to start tlm firnt crops, and build 
a log bonne to lie used till ft lietter edifice can 
be afforded. I,et nn judge that, inoludiug tho 
exiienne in nelncting Ihn location and moving 
an ordinary sized fiunily, consisting of man. 
wife and two or three children, the above 
nainnd properly in the west or noiitli, incUid- 
iiig one Imndrnd and nixty aoron of good land 
with an warranlne deed of it, would cost a man 
from liny norfberu or eanteru stutn, not. to nx- 
ceed i|i«im. There may be many dnaf-mntnn 
of iniddln age who pimnnnn Ihat ainoinit of 
capital, aud undoubtedly nomn such ap|ilicat.ioii 
of it an above dencribed would in but few canon 
fail to prove money well iiive teil. 

A trnct of low-price I but fertile laud in niftiiy 
nectionn of the went and soufh-west, broad and 
king nnoii'^h for stock rai-iiig on a large 
»C!iln, con d bn procured by a stock iinpnny of 
deuf-mufen for. say, ifJO.ItDl), and anmlinr 
#1(1,0111) would jirocure young stock, sheep and 
cattle eiinii :h for a ntart, leaving a lialancn 
with which to build clie:i]i ahoden. to be used till 
better ones could bn affdrdnd, and also be nrf- 
ilciniit for other starting purposes. Thus 
twenty thonnnnd dollars wimid give a good 
ntarting impelun to a colony of one thoiinaiKl 
mnii, womn i and ohildren. With ordiiiaiy 
good Hiiccenn, in ten ve.irn thin coloiiv might 
grow to easy if not aHliient circnmstancen. 

Dairy fanning in another umiully reinunora- 
tivn b'rnuoli of agricultural iiidu..try. There 
in but little daiigor of good dairying being 
overdone in thin country, and it in one of thn 
most |ilnaniint varictinn of farming at thn prnn- 
oiif tinin. With a littln jutlicioiin calculation and 
a nioderatn amount of capital, a dairy stock 
coiiiininy c mid bn eipiip|ie I and located in o.ist- 
nrn Tnimnison or noinn otlnT givid grazing ln- 
c:ility, and cinrinteiinn soon generoiinly reward 
tlic rru..;alifv and indu-try of the coloiii'4n. Hoim 
nectionn of Tennen.-ne are also said to be nxeel- 
loiitly adapted to Hbec|i hiinhandry. In any cane 
of colonizalion, noinid arliclen of agro'ement 
nbould be enforced, and a imiii of cimpelent 
ability sb.iuld be chonnii, by ballot of the stock- 
holdnrn, to hold otlicn for onn year only, unless 
10 nlnclnd, wlione duly it nbould bo to ovorsoe 
and conduct tho princiiial atTairn of tho whole 
coucnni. ICiicli stocKholdnr should bo enlilind 
to otu! vot(i for etioli share, be tliey few or many, 
which he owned. One hundied dollars would 
be a rcinoii'dile nuhi for a nhari!. Tluirn should 
he only one Superintendent of the buniiuHn, and 
thorn should also bn onn Hecrntary and one 
Tieii-iirer. Wli'ilnnonie by lawn should he en- 
forced, riic three otlicern named should be 
elected by ballot, and Iheir lermn of otlice nbould 
conlinne eiicli f»'r tlii! saiiK! time, one ye ir only, 
uidnsn rn nincted. Eunli family nbould, of 
ciursn, bavn itn own cottage or kig hoiine and 
and Kardnii land snparato. Single men or wo- 
iiinn, if any, should be {irovided with a boarding 
hoiinn The thrnn ollicnrn nhoiild bn required to 
do no inaiiiinl labor, but all men, woninu and 
chiklrnn should bn indu-.trioun and all should bn 
lio^snnsnif of good moral chnractorn. Eviiry man 
nbould receive ;iro ro/n diviili'iidn of the profits 
uccordhig to hin niiinler of shares, uo inattnr 
whnfher be should bn pastor, hiwynr, pby..ician, 
mochaiiic, in(!rcliaiit, tiiloror linld-laViorer 

The culture of the sugar beet for its saccbar- 
inn valne is yd nn nxpnrimniii. in this oounfry, 
but in Kriincn, Onrniany and Hnlgium and son'in 
other Kiiropnan coiinlrien, there are hnndredn of 
bent sugar maiiutuclonns, thousands of ncrnn of 
thn roots are annually cnlfivalid, and the iiidun- 
try liftH attained to great proportionn. It. is saiil 
fliiit ill some of the connlrinn named llin profits 
of beet sugar m oiufactnre am nnorinonn. One 
or two iiianiifactorinn of Ibis kind of induntry 
have bnnn in operation-ill thin nouiitry for sever- 
al ynurs, it in naid, with good re-iilts and large 
iirolitn. Heceiitly, more of mch mniitifactorlns 
liHVn henii erecled in vari UK partn of thn Union. 
several of them v\ithin our own State. The nno- 
e^siiry ni.'inlnimry ii>ed in thn proci!ns of bnnt sii- 
!^ar manulacture in Honiowbat nxpnii.-ive, and the 
bent of it han hinii iniportnd from Kurope, but 
no doubt this (Jouiitry will soon be able to more 
than supply itn own denniTid, full.v eijiial to Ku- 
lo can make.

Many 
l)ring hampers of sandwiches, caken 
and otliir edibles, and camp out on 
the sands under umbrellas or in the 
shade of buildings, others order 
roasts at the ** IIot<!l de Clam '' or go 
to the big hotels and order meals n 
la carle. The great business of the 
plafje seerns to be cat — eat — eat, the 
hotels have immense dining halls 
extx'fiding out under great wide 
verandahs. Pi.'ople eat, stroll about, 
visit the museums, aquariums, or 
invest in bathing suits at 'ih cents and 
roll and tumble in the surf among the 
breakers, while the children sport on 
the sands, dig holes with little shovels 
and scoops, build forts, wet their feet 
in the water as the rollers dash up 
the beach, or visit the carousel and 
indulge in five cent rides round and 
round on the biw^ks of flying hcrsen. 
lions, tigers, elephants, camels, sea 
unicorns, ostriches, rwistcrs, etc. — 
you pays your money and you takes 
yoiirchoic* — while all both young and 
old gather around the bantl pavilion 
when the music strikes by Arbiickle's 
or other famous bands. West Brigh- 
ton has more attracticms for i he lovers 
of fun than other place on the Island, 
At night it is brilliantly illuminated 
by myriads of lamps and electric 
lights and jiresents a scene of life and 
beauty.

I had one day most exeiling sport 
blue fi-hingoff the Long Island coast. 
VVe sailed about 25 miles eastward of. 
Ii< ckaway and wcva from 13 to 15 
miles out from land in a 30 foot sail 
boat with maine sail, top pail iind jili.

The Vib 
bard arrives at Albany on time, at 
0.20, P.M. The train for the north 
is waiting by the steambriat landing, 
we board it and in about an hour 
are at Round Lake, where our son 
Gilbert, who had j)rec(Mled us a f(!W 
days, on a two week's vacation from 
the grinding tread-mill of a clerk- 
ship in a New York Counting House, 
met us, and wo were soon home 
again.

Deaf-mutes are freqncntly com- 
plaining of want of employment. 

Undoubtedly many occupations are 
closed to them on account of their in 
firmity. 

There is, however, open to them 
the most primitive of human occupa- 
tions, the most useful i.n 1 the most 
honorable — namely, tilling the earth. 

Many and cogent reasons point out 
to the deaf-mute /(///•/;/?'«// an the occu- 
pation nioKt sniratile, attractive and 
profitable to bis peculiar situation. 

'i'ho attisan and mechanic are in 
many ways dependent upon the suc- 
<!eKS of hearing and speaking ior their 
success in their particular trades. Not 
so the farmer ; these senses are not 
BO eMHeutiidly and uriavoidiibly nec<?H- 
Hiiry in ploughing, sowing, plant iiij? 
and gathering grains and fruits, anri 
may be carried on as well by niuttjs as 
hearing persons. 

The deaf mute's position in society. 
by his natural defects. Ih an isolated 
one and dis|>oHes him to be refl.-ctive 
and introspective, and what occupa- 
tion is more adapted to nurse that dis- 
position than the life of a farmer. 

If the mute, by a few jiuirn of in- 
dustry, has accumulated enough to 
enable him to rent or bny a small 
farm, he is on the high road to pros- 
perity ; all that is required of him in 
fierseveraiice and he can found for 
limself 811(1 such as he loves an inde- 
pendent liviiiK, fur superior to the 
precarious shiftings of the mechanic 
and artisan. 

Of course, to l»ecome a good farmer 
it is not enough to merely say : " I 
want to be a farmer," but it reiiuires 
activity and a subjecting oneself to 
the routine . of the business under 
good guidance. 

He must try to get into a farmei'H 
family who will take an interest in 
him and will overlook his natural 
shortcomings. He must seek, by 
amiability anrl aHsidudity to his work,

While longing for the change, the 
time came at last when I could go, 
and I was about to decide upon going 
to VVorc(!ster (my house i call it) 
when my iibysician, whom I had for 
my physician sivonlecn years ago when 
I was (lown with the Spinal disetise 
so litile known then, and which 
deprivtd me of my hearing, stepped 
into the matter and suggested 
Saratoga, on account of its healing 
spring waters. This advice I em- 
braced as invaluable, and at once fixed 
my mind upon the sfiriug water, 
letiing Worcester go till Saratoga 
water had done somcithiug for me, 
and in a few days I started with 
a delcrminatioii to keep my thoughtK 
and eyes on natiire and everything 
new and grand to the sight. The 
ride was about five hours long, A 
stop was mmle at North Adams. 
Bf^fore reaclring there we had to go 
through the Hoosac Tuntu^l, which 
took upeigbt minutes. It was all dark, 
the cars being lighted as if it was 
night. You could not see anything 
from the window not even the wall of 
the Tunnel. It scenu'd a little worse 
than night as the 'windows could not 
he open as the cars would get smoky. 
At North Adams, I diiiedjat a 
cousin of mol Iter's and Iheti it was 
tirn(! to proceed on. At last I reach 
ed the place of springs and the next 
day foutifl me ready to begin sight- 
seeing and drinking spring water. 
The plae(! seemeil a village of hotels, 
SOUK! of them very grand. The Unit- 
ed States Hotel seemed magnifiieut, 
yet the (ilrand Union and Congress 
ilall were nearly as fine. I took aii 
inside view of these and some others 
and found them with nic(!ly furnish- 
ed parlors. The carpet of t he U. S, 
parlor is said to have cost |i20 per 
yard and I noticed it was not a yard 
III width. At the Grand Union 1 saw 
a large painting valued at forty- five 
thousand dollars. Among the nice 
stylish stuffed chairs, I noticed a 
good number of those pretty and 
easy rattan (diairs, and what is more! 
I noticed these wr-re more ottciipicd 
than the other kind — a compliment 
to Gardner, my native town, for this 
is where they vn^ra made. Now to the 
Sjirings, There are twenty-five or 
more and they all have names of their 
own, for it is usual for all persons 



it instead of drinking from any or 
all. They differ in taste, and ns nil 
persons differ, each spring liiids its 
share of palroiuige large. ^I'liey are 
all inler(^slillg to behold. The C!on 
gress Spring is very attractive on 
account of its lieiiig in the haiidsonie 
Pavillioii of Cougiess Spiiug Park, 
where they have grand coiiccris, lire- 
works, etc. One evetiing 1 saw- a 
fine display of the latter and they had 
printed prognimmes, and that even- 
ing the " Bust of Garlield " was on 
the bill as the last thing, and 1 waited 
in spite of the impure air, and feltre- 
paiil. It was bi^aiitiliiil in the ex 
tremc, and I slia,ll vsor think of the 
sight as the graiidcHt thing I ever 
saw. It lasled long enough to get a 
good 8t(!iidy look with admiral ion. 
All woiihl know it was our beloved 
President, the features being so mark- 
ed. It was draped with the American 
Hag. How I would like to see it 
many limes over ! I took to drink- 
ing the "Star'' spring water and 
found it was what my jiliysii^iaii told 
me to ord(U' on my return. 1 reniaiii- 
ed tiiere nearly two weeks and linn 
was glad to go home, and did not 
earo for anvihing except the water 
which I could have brought with me. 
The jirico is 10 for a case of 50 
quarts. I state this so that withers 
can iiave it without the advice of 
tlieir jihysicians. Orders shouM be 
sent to the iiaine of the Spring from 
where water can la? had. One of the 
s])riiigs " Geysiu-," would send u[) 
wards a stream of water to the very 
t p of the building with U<yw like 
I hat of a fountain, and has full play 
by an opening in tlio ceiling. Near 
this spring is the Chaiiipion Spout- 
ing S|)ring, its waters going up many 
feet high in the air. Aiiother 
inleresiing Spring is the " High 
Hock. " You ean sec the roek in ihe 
form of a miniature vobumoe, a hole 
being in the top from wliiiui the 
water is taken. It is ever full, and 
ih(^ water runs down over tlu^ Hiiifiice 
of the rock. One of the »piings is 
reaf'hed by a pleasant walk of hall a 
mile, throiigli a wood of lall pines 
and other forest trees. The sjiring 
water ilrinks are mostly free, but not 
without posters telling, usually, to 
remember the ilipp(U' boys, and slat- 
ing that what is given them is nil 
the fiomjKMisalion ihey get for then- 
labor. Many get hot t les lillcd every 
nifuniiig to driiili at their leisure. 

There is a Woodlavvn Park, a line 
place to drive, owned by Judge Hil- 
ton. 

I saw Frank Leslie's estate, but il 
looked on the decay. 

There is an Indian 
and the Indians have 
they can find games 
They make and s(dl 
bows and arrows, etc 

During my stay in Saratogii, I 
maile the acqiiiiiiitance of a <leaf hiily, 
and fiMind her cotn|)any pleasant. 

It seems a worldly place indeed, 
and I must thank God for the 
Springs. I feel bciiented, iiiid will 
continue to drink spring water a 
while yet. 

If I have not written enough 
about Saratoga, 1 would call upon 
Prof. (Jhamberlain, of the Ifoini' 
Institution, to finish, for 1 cannot 
write nior(!.
